George tonight had piloted the eco- 
nomic conference thru another crisis 
that for a time threatened to lead to 
the withdrawal of the French delega- 
tion.

Italy, attacking Premier Lloyd George 
for announcing that the "Incident" of 
the Kusso-Gcrman treaty was closed.
